Japan Strikes Blow 


at U. S. Trade Hopes 


BUENOS AIRES-W—Japan 
and 


Argentina Friday night effected a eom- 
ncreial agreement which struck a 
severe blow at United Slates hopes of 
e-entcring the rich Argentine market 
on a scale large enough to supplant 
European nations. 


An exchange of notes opened the 


way for Ihc entry of Japanese textiles 
and manufactured products into the 
Argentine market. The agreement cov- 
ered by the nolcs provides for Japan 
to purchase 30,000,000 yen (about ?6,- 
900,000) in Argentine raw materials in 
1940—three times the total of 1939. 


In return, Argentina agreed to reg- 


ulate the granting of import permits 
in order to admit Japanese cotton lex- 
tiles, chemicals, heavy industrial ma- 
chinery and other manufactured goods

LITTLE ROCK — 'Arkansas resident 


who have wage credits in other stat- 
es and who arc now unemployed, able 
to work and available for work have 
tlie privilege of filing .claims local- 
ly for those benefit rights," said Eli 
W. Collins, Director of the Arkansas 
Unemployment Compensation Division 
in a statement issued -Saturday.. 


"By agreement with tlie District of 


Columbia, Alaska, Hawaii and all oth- 
cr forty-sveen stales in the union," 
continued Mr. Collins, "each of the 
twenty-two local Employment Service 
offices in Arkansas is empowered to 
act as agent for any liable state in 
taking and forwarding claims for un- 
employment compensation benefits for 
Arkansas residents against any liable 
state. Arkansas extends the same pri- 
vilege to its residents against any 
liable late. Arkansas extends the same 
privilege lo its residents now out of 
this state." 


Under this multistate agreement Ark- 


ansas accepted 1,059 initial claims and 
7,544 continued claims during 
tlie 


month of. February as agents for prc-

Under the revised order, the asses- 


sor may waive the income report if he 
is satisfied from his examination of 
the balance sheet that he has "ade-

Tlie commission stipulated, however, 


that the assessor had full authority lo 
insist on an income report if he was 
of the opinion that without it "The 
assessment may not be equalized in 
compliance with law."

When its 
hearse and dismal voice is heard, it 
is believed to be heralding the • ap- 
proach of some dire calamity or some 
terrible thing. In his writings, Chau- 
cer, the nncient English poet, mention- 
ed the superstition that the hoot of 
the owl was invariably associated with 
death. Likewise, the howling of a dog 
late at night is also said to herald the 
approach of death. 


There is no explanation for these 


beliefs except the fact that the hoot 
of the howl or the howling of the 
dog :n the stillness, of the night have 
certainly an ominous' sound. Shakes- 
peare, in "Henry the Sixth," said: 


"The owl shriek'd at the birth, 


an evil sign! 


The night-crow cry'd abodiiig 


luckless time, 


Dogs howl'd and hideous 


tempests shook down 
trees." 


In an endeavor to explain the phen- 


omenon, a British writer as early as 
1108 said, "We cannot determine, but 
it's probably that out of a sense of 
sorrow for the sickness or absence of 
his master or the like, that creature 
may bo so disturbed." 


The notion that animals can scent 


the approach of death still prevails 
strongly among many people. It is 
known that dogs or horses, approach- 
ing a dead body, even at some dis- 
tance, will show signs of apprehension 
or terror! 'yet this is not any evi- 
dence that they can anticipate death. 
It is merely that the sense of smell 
is so srongly developed in these ani- 
•nals. 


One skeptic said that it was not 


remarkable that anyone should die 
after the continued howling of a dog.

Athens stood'for the ideal of a state bosed on overseas commence 


Chapter Twelve 


Pericles did not overstate his case 


whan lie pronounced his famous fun- 
eral oration and summed up the glor- 
ies of that Athenian Democracy which 
could indeed stand as an example to 
all the other nations of Greece. For 
no other city had ever reached such 
a pinnacle of glory. 


But by what name was Athens 


known to the rest of Greece'? It was 
decried as the "tyrant city." Its gov- 
ernment was denounced as an ambit- 
ious imperial organization which ex- 
isted only 
to plunder its so-called 


allies for the purpose of erecting those 
magnificent public buildings in the 


n of Athens, which were nf no 


hejlj^to any one except the Athen- 


ians themselves, and to maintain those 
universities (for every famous philoso- 
pher was really a one-man academy 
of learning) which only upset the 
simple faith of the ancestors and filled, 
the minds of the youngsters with those 
dangerous radical and modern ideas 
which in the end must destroy the 
deals of Greek civilization as they 
lad been handled down from the an- 
cestors. 


Were these accusations true or were 


they false? 


Partly they were true. Athens hud 


dealt in a very high-handed manner 
with her less capable neighbors, to- 
wards whom Pericles undoubtedly felt 
as Hitler fell towards his easy-going 
and incompetent follow citizens of 
Austria. 


But on the other side of the picture, 


there were the positive achievements 
of this brilliant Democracy whicb 
almost overnight had opened up new 
visions of progress, of which the world 
until then had never dared to dream. 


Why could not the jealous neigh- 


bors overlook v few shortcomings for 
the sake of their common goal? 


Why in our own day und age could 


England and Germany not Jive in 
»ace and harmony when they could so 
easily have come to terms ubout their 
respective spheres of influence-Geiv 
nany being allowed to dominate the 
European continent while England took 
care of her maritime empire? I do 
not know the answer. I can only state 
•he facts and observe the results and 
.hose were exactly the same in the 
fifth century B. C. as they sepra 
\o be in the twentith century A. D. 


Ever since the beginning of time, 
here had been two conflicting theor- 
es of life and they had dominated 
he whole of Greek history. Sparta 
had always represented the interests 
of the landed gentry (of the Junkers, 
is ws used to call them in Germany, 
whereas Athens had stood for the ideal 
of a state based upon oversea com- 
nerce. 


Once more we see how little our 


vorld changes in its true essentials. 


For always we seem to have had 


hose two conflicting philosophies of 
tfe with us—the man of the soil 
jgainst the mail of the sea—the con- 
servative former, unwilling to accent 


any sudden changes (since Nature with i 
whom he deals all his lifelong days 
is the Gieat Conservative) andvv the 
merchant and trader who must make 
quick and unexpected decisions.

U. S. Beginning to Feel Effect of Trade Pickup 


WASHINGTON — The foreign trade 


boom, predicted ever since the out- 
break of the war last September, is 
^beginning to take hold. 


United States exports today are run- 


ning a rate fully 5300.000,000 a quarter 
above that for a year ago. On a vol- 
ume basis, they are nearly as high as 
they were in 1929, although value bas- 
is is lower because of lower prices. 
Trade to Europe and to the Far East 
has picked up, and trade to South 
America has gone up even faster. 


This boom did not really get going 


until the middle of December. Only 
a small part of it is due to orders 
of: war materials as such—airplanes, 
chemicals, airplane gasoline, etc. Dis- 
appearance of German from much of 
the export market, and partial dis- 
appearance, of Great Britain, are shift- 
ing to American exporters orders pre- 
viously placed elsewhere.
